the sinner will only trust in the mer- 
its of Christ, the Savior. 

Thus we have two extremes, those 
who do not feel kindly towards God 
because He is too rigorous, and those 
who do not worry over the Command- 
ments because God is so good and for- | 
giving. 

It is clear that neither one of these | 
groups knows God aright, for it does 
not even occur to them, all His at- 
tributes must be balanced in per- 
fect harmony, although each is in- 
finite. One of God's attributes may 
not be ignored on the one hand, nor 


rest. 

There peculiar reasons why 
the attribute which would inspire fear | 
and reverence should be exercised by 
the Almighty towards the people of 
the Old Law. Holy Scripture repre- 
sents the Jewish people as carnal- 
minded and ungrateful, as prone to 
idolatry. They must be kept particu- 
larly united and faithful because the

THE CONDITION OF ENGLAND 


By Cardinal Henry E. Manning 


OOK at the condition of the classes 

of England; the separation of the 
rich from the poor; at the unequal 
distribution of wealth; at the un- 
wieldy miseries and irremediable dis- 
tresses of our millions. Private char- 
ity is exhausted; public relief breaks 
down; and pauperism and hunger 
gain head against all we do. We were 
told the other day, that every week 
one person at least dies of actual 
Starvation in London. Whether that be 
so or not, I cannot tell; it is a state- 
ment put forward by those who ought 
to know. With all our wealth and skill 
and pride of government, the poli- 
tical powers of the world are incap- 
able of redressing evils such as these, 
Which are the degradations of bar- 
barism, not the maladies of Christian 
society. There is ony one power that 
can redress these social evils, that 
is, the Supernatural power of charity.

There is nothing for us but the revol- 
ution of charity—the action of G0d— 
the return of God and His kingdom 
into this land, that can preserve us 
from the which threatens 
us nov.

And who can accomplish this revol- | 
ution of charity? Only one power, 
which England has despised for three 
hundred years—against which, at this 
moment, it is warring with all its 
might. Has the Established Church 
of England the power to redress the 
miseries and the evils which afflict 
the population of this country? Not 
one-half of the people, even in name, 
profess to belong to it; and the other 
half are torn and distracted, divided 
and subdivided, by every form of re- 
ligious dissent, perpetually widening 
farther and farther asunder. Is the 
power of charity and religion working 
upon the masses of the population so 
as to penetrate them’ Is it uniting 
them -together? Religion in England 
is the very wedge of division—that 
which is splitting society in England 
asunder, is religious controversy, 
There is nothing, then, to be found 
in the established religion, and much 
leas in the dissenting religions of Eng- 
land, which can check the development 
of the evils we see before us. What 
power can do so? Only that one so 
long despised. Charity is no abstrac- 
tion. It has its presence and its form 
on earth. It was first organised in the 
Catholic Church on the day of Pen- 
tecost, and has wrought throughout 
the world from that day to this. It 
has borne its fruits in a thousand 
Saints like Vincent of Paul, and con- 
tains in itself the ever-fresh and in- 
exhaustible vigour of its youth in 
every land and age. In this country, 
after three hundred years of mar- 
tyrdom and of penal paws, it has 
been again restored to its form and 
dignity.

UOTED from a report concerning 
Q religion in the British Army, 
1921: | 

“That probably four-fifths of the 
young manhood of our country should 
have little or no vital connection with 
any of the churches, and that behind 
this detachment there should lie so 
deep a misunderstanding of the faiths | 
by which Christian men and women 
live, and the ideals of life which | 
they hold is, perhaps, the most sa- 
lient factor of our evidence. Here is 
an alarming fact, which is, surely, 
clear proof that something somewhere 
has gone gravely wrong, and that 
the hour has come when we must dis- 
cover the hidden causes of the evil 
and do what may be done to set things 
right.” 

About the time this report was 
made public, The Sunday School 
Chronicle, an English weekly, stated 
that during the previous year, Angli 
ean Sunday Schools lost 7,741 teach- 
ers and 103,406 scholars, while the 
Free churches lost 1,661 teachers, 
and gained 20,160 scholars. A com- 
parison with the figures for 1914 
indicated that since the outbreak of 
the war the Church of England had 
lost 39,845 teachers and 
scholars and the Free churches 41, 
156 teachers and 284,519 scholars. 
That meant that during those six 
years nearly one million children were 
withdrawn from religions instruction 
in excess of the number who joined 
the schools during that time

A care-| 
ful estimate would, place their sum 
total at about 4000, so that we ma | 
hold that the number of Bibles print- 
ed prior to 1518 and preserved in 
libraries to this day may rise to about 
ten thousand copies. 

Neither Luther nor any of his con- 
temporaries, both Catholic and Pro- 
testant, had the least idea about the 
wealth of copies of the Bible printed 
prior to the Reformation. Conrad 
Gesner, a disciple of Zwingli, knew 
in 1548 of no more than éleven edi- 
tions from 1450 to 1517. And Gesner. 
the foremost bibliographer of his age. 
had made extensive researches with 
but poor results, Luther who was 
no bibliographer knew certainly still 
less about pre-Reformation printed 
Bibles than Gesner who is justly sty!- 
ed “Father of Bibliography.” It took | 
the combined labor of a host of 
scholars during more than three cen- | 
turies till we obtained the startlin 
facts detailed above. There is still 
a wide field for further researches 
left open to future generations.

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WHY POOR PEOPLE LEAVE CHURCH THERE 


From time to time we read that people are formally 
leaving the churches in Germany and Austria, and frequently 
inquiry is made concerning the reason therefor. They won- 
der why people cannot cease attending church without giv- 
tug formal notification of it to the local or general govern- 
ment. 

The explanation is that those who are registered as mem- 
bers of one of the churches must pay a special church tax 

of which they will be relieved if they serve notice that they 

are severing their connection with the church. In Vienna, 
where the Red Government has been in possession since the 
year 1922, it is difficult for those who are interested mem- 
bers of one of the religious organizations to procure work. 
Add this handicap to the church tax, which is levied on poor 
people, and it is not so difficult to understand why the gov- 
ernments can report formal defections from the Church. 

During the year 1930, according to à dispatch from 
Vienna, 3,065 people attempted suicide in that one city. This 
represents the enormous average of ten every day. The rea- 
son assigned for the terrible situation is “despair born of 
the hopelessness in trying to earn their bread and butter.” 
The State makes religious practice difficult by its “Church 

In Prussia a new “Citizen’s tax“ has been added to the 
special church tax which, it is claimed, has led many, whose 
connection with the Church had been merely nominal, to 
register a formal severance. 

In Russia those who had adhered to the Church have 
suffered many handicaps, as it is generally known. They, 
of course, have even denied qualification for election to the 
Soviet. 

No matter what hardships the people may have to bear 
because of their religion, those who fully realize the benefits 
derivable from membefship in the true Church would never 
think of leaving it, and scandalize others by their defection. 
They would feel interiorly compensated by enduring burdens 
for the love of Almighty God and incidentally of themselves. 
They would never think of selling their spiritual birthright 
for a mess of pottage.
